urged the West on Wednes¬ 
day to stand firm in oppos¬ 
ing Moscow's takeover of

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Leatherback Season 
has started 



Last Saturday aftemoon a 
hugh sea turtle made her nest 
m front □£ Manchebo Beach 
Hotel. It is the first nest of tlie 
season. Normally sea turtles 
nest at night Tliey are scared 
by artificial lights, so we 
have to leave them in the 
dark and no flash photogra¬ 
phy IS allowed. 

But Saturday more than 
IQD people could witness tlie 
complete nesting process 
(about two hours). Turtii- 
garuha (the local foundation 
that protects the sea Unties) 
infomied the onlookers and 
placed banners around the 
nest after the turtle had re¬ 
turned into the sea. Tile incu¬ 
bation of the eggs will lake 
6Q -70 days, so tins first nest 


will probably hatch at the end 
of May 

The Leatherback Sea Tur¬ 
tles (Dermochelys coriacea) 
do not live in the Caribbean, 
but in die Northern part of tlie 
Atlantic Dcean. A female re¬ 
turns every 2 till 5 years to 
lay her eggs on tlie same 
beach where she herself was 
born. This female was nest¬ 
ing on Aruba before, in 2009 
andODll.

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Venezuelan politician 
heads home, risks 
arrest 


CARACAS (AFP) - Opposi¬ 
tion politician Maria Corma 
Machado dared Venezuela's 
leftist gDvemment to arrest 
her Wednesday, as President 
Nicolas Maduro's admimstra¬ 
ti on carried out a widening 
crackdown on protesters. 

Machado was a lawmaker 
until Monday, when National 
Assembly head Diosdado Ca- 
b ell 0 kicked her out, stnpped 
her of parliamentary immu¬ 
nity, and tlireatened to arrest 
her for going before the Or¬ 
ganization of American 
States as a guest of Panama 
to try to talk about her coun¬ 
try's crisis. 

Fiery with defiance, 
Machado --who flew in from 
Peru Wednesday — said that 
she was still a legislator "be¬ 
cause that's what the 
Venezuelan people want and 
I will continue doing it as 
long as Venezuela wants it."

US landslide town knew

ARLINGTON (AFP) - Tlie US town devastated by a monster 
mudslide that has claimed up to 24 lives so far was warned 
four years ago of the risk but residents felt safe anyway, offi¬ 
cials said Wednesday. 

As workers probed the disaster site for missing residents of 
Oso, Washington -- the small town buried Saturday under a 
square mile of earth and timber - emergency preparedness of¬ 
ficials defended tlieir performance. 

They pointed to a 2010 report commissioned after a major 
landslide in 2DOS pinpointed the hillside overlooking Oso as 
among the most dangerous in tenns of possible collapse. 
Townspeople "knew the nsk, but they felt safe in tlie small 
events," J aim Pennington, head of the Snohomish County De¬ 
partment of Emergency Management, told reporters. 

"Tins wasn't a small event It was large, it was very cata¬ 
strophic," he added, at one point fighting back tears.

Some 200 rescuers digging tlirough the debns recovered two 
more bodies Tuesday and believe they located eight more, of¬ 
ficials said.

Sweden jails neo-nazis 
for attack on anti-racism 
march 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Cura¬ 
tors at ail Amsterdam mu¬ 
seum have been left with a 
political dilemma over price¬ 
less gold artefacts on loan 
from Crimea: do they go to 
Kiev or Id Moscow once tlie 
exhibition ends? 

The Allard Pierson Mu¬ 
seum's exlubition began last 
month, before Prussia an¬ 
nexed Crimea, and features 
objects discovered in tombs 
dating back to the seventh 
century on loan from five 
Ukrainian museums --four of 
them in Crimea. 

Tlie absorption - which is 
not recognised by Western 
states - has left the museum 
with a "very complex legal 
issue," said Yasha Lange, 
spokeswoman for Amster¬ 
dam University which owns 
the museum. 

"Who owns the objects?" 
Lange asked. "Tlie art objects 
will remain in tlie Nether¬ 
lands until the exhibition 
ends, but given the political 
changes, we're now checking 
to whom we should give 
them" 

The Allard Pierson has 
now turned to tlie Dutch for¬ 
eign ministry for an opinion, 
Lange said, adding the mu¬ 
seum was in ■ constant con¬ 
tact" witli Kiev and Moscow 
on the issue. 


The exhibits include a 
scabbard and a ceremonial 
Scytluan helmet made from 
gold, as well as a lacquered 
box, originally firoiii Clniia, 
which 111 P^-oman times found 
its way to Cnniea via the Silk 
Ro ad. 


"Tlie exhibition casts new 
light on the Scythians, Goths 
and Huns, for centimes dis¬ 
missed as little more than 
'barbarians'/ the museum 
said in a press release. 

Tlie exhibition ends on 
May 13. 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Tlir e e S wedi sh neo -nazi s 
were handed pnson sentences 
on Wednesday for attacking a 
peaceful aiiti-racism demon¬ 
stration in a Stockholm sub¬ 
urb last December, a distnct 
court said.

which openly supports nazs. 
ideology and hails Adolf 
Hitler on its website. 

Tw'o of them, Emil Hag- 
berg, 39, and Peter Jusxtin, 
34, have admitted to holding 
leaderslnp positions in the or¬ 
ganisation. Hagb erg was sen¬ 
tenced to eight months in 
prison, while Jusztin and the 
tlnrd member received six¬ 
mo nth sentences forposses- 
sion of tear gas and violent 
noting. 

Five other neo-Nazi E, in¬ 
cluding three minors, were 
given fines, youth commu¬ 
nity service or were taken 
into youth care. 

The march, which had 5DD 
to 3DD protesters included sev¬ 
eral left-wing extremists, some 
of whom are also being inves¬ 
tigated for violent notmg. 

Around 30 members of the 
Swedish Resistance Move¬ 
ment, who claim that they 
acted in self defence, were 
arrested after the incident.

Hospital 
infections 
kill 200 
daily in US 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
People who are hospital¬ 
ized in the United States 
risk acquiring healthcare- 
assoccated infections, 
which kill 75,000 patients 
per year, US health au¬ 
thorities said Wednesday. 

Many bacterial infec¬ 
tions - which can lead to 
serious complications 
from pneumonia and ill¬ 
nesses of the intestinal 
tract - could be prevented 
if healthcare workers 
practiced common hy¬ 
giene, said the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention. 

The data, published in 
the New England Journal 
of Medicine, came from 
183 US hospitals in20t1. 

That year, the CDC sur¬ 
vey found that about 
721,800 Infections oc¬ 
curred in 648,000 hospital 
patients. 

Some 75,000 patients 
with healthcare-associ¬ 
ated infections died dur¬ 
ing their hospitalizations. 

The most common in¬ 
fections were pneumonia 
and surgical site infec¬ 
tions (each at 22 percent), 
followed by gastrointesti¬ 
nal irrfections (17 per¬ 
cent), urinary tract 
infections (13 percertt), 
and bloodstream infec¬ 
tions (10 percent). 

The germs causing 
these infections were C. 
difficile (12 percent). 
Staphylococcus aureus, 
including MRSA (11 per¬ 
cent), Klebsiella (10 per¬ 
cent), E. coll (S percent). 
Enterococcus (9 percent), 
and Pseudomonas (7 per¬ 
cent). 

Hospital Infections with 
MRSA and C. difficile 
showed less substantive 
declines, at four percent 
and two percent respec¬ 
tively from 2011 to 2012. 

The United Sates is 
"making progress in pre¬ 
venting healthcare-asso¬ 
ciated infections," said 
Patrick Conway, chief 
medical officer at the Cen¬ 
ters tor Medicare and 
Medicaid Services (CMS). 

He said the gains come 
from three main mecha¬ 
nism s^ including financial 
incentives, performance 
measures and public re¬ 
porting to improve trans¬ 
parency, and increased 
use of interventions that 
have proven effective.

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Autism 'patchwork' begins during pregnancy: US study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
brains of children with 
autism contain a built-in 
patchwork of defects, sug¬ 
gesting til at the developmen¬ 
tal disorder begins wlule tliey 
are growing in the womb, 
said a US study Wednesday. 

Pn-ese archers descnbed their 
findings in the New England 
Journal of Medicine as "di¬ 
rect evidence" of a prenatal 
on gin for autism, which af¬ 
fects as many as one in SS 
children in the United States 


and has no known cure. 

"Building a baby's brain 
during pregnancy involves 
creating a cortex that con¬ 
tains six layers," said ca-au¬ 
thor Enc Courchesne, 
professor of neurosciences 
and director of the Autism 
Center of Excellence at Uni¬ 
versity of California, San 
Diego. 

"We discovered focal 
patches of disrupted develop¬ 
ment of these cortical layers 
in the majority of children 


witli autism." 

For the study, researchers 
dissected brain tissue from 11 
children, aged two to 15, who 
had been diagnosed with 
auti sm sp ectrum di s or d er 
(A3D) and who had died, 
most of them by drowning 

Looking for a specific set 
of 25 genes tliat had 'robust, 
consistent, and specific ex¬ 
pression patterns in tlie cor¬ 
tex," they compared them to 
brain samples from 11 chil¬ 
dren wi til out autism, said the 


study 

F^.esearchers found that 51 
percent of tlie autistic brains 
were lacking — or showed an 
unusual pattern -- of the ex¬ 
pected genetic markers in 
several layers of the cortex. 

The signs of disorganiza¬ 
tion were found in patches 
across the different layers of 
the frontal and temporal lobes 
of the brain, the parts that are 
responsible for social func¬ 
tion, communication, emo¬ 
tions and language. 


"Tlie most surprising find¬ 
ing was the similar early de¬ 
velopmental pathology 
across nearly all of the autis¬ 
tic brains, especially given 
the diversity of symptoms in 
patients witli autism, as well 
as the extremely complex ge¬ 
netics behind the disorder," 
said CO -author Ed Lem of die 
Allen Institute for Brain Sci¬ 
ence in Seattle. 

Researchers said they still 
don't understand why these 
changes come about in some 
children, apparently leading 
to autism, but not in others. 

The patchwork nature of 
the defects does, however, 
provide a clue as to why 
autism can affect people in 
various degrees, from severe 
to mild disabilities. 

It also may explain why 
some cluldren respond to in¬ 
tensive therapy and become 
better communicators when 
identified early since the 
brain may be able to rewire 
some connections to over¬ 
come the areas that are not 
working. 

The same research team 
had previously found that tlie 
brains of cluldren with 
autism were heavier than 
odier children's, and that they 
had more neurons in the pre¬ 
frontal cortex. 

The brains sampled fortius 
study "represented nearly tlie 
entirety of tissue suitable for 
study at the Brain and Tissue 
Bank fur Developmental Dis¬ 
orders at die N ational Institute 
of Child Health and Human 
Development and the Har¬ 
vard Brain Tissue F^.esource 
Center," said the article. 

Still, the fact that only 11 
were studied means tliat more 
research is necessary, said 
Andrew A desman, chief of 
developmental and behav¬ 
ioral pediatrics at Steven db 
Alexandra Cohen Cliildren's 
M edi c al C ent er 0 f New York 

While some of the physical 
brain changes in autism were 
already known to science, tlie 
latest research provides a 
more detailed look at how 
this happens. 

"This study is particularly 
important as it points to the 
potential role of several genes 
involved in the specification 
of distinct cortical layers dur¬ 
ing early brain development," 
said Patrick Hof, vice-chair 
of the Fishberg Department 
of Neuroscience, Friedman 
Brain Institute, and Seaver 
Autism Center at the I calm 
School of Medicine at Mount

Tech sfump leads US 
stocks lower

stocks Wednesday finished 
lower with technology 
names tumbling the most 
after the market snubbed a 
Facebook acquisition an¬ 
nouncement and King Dig¬ 
ital's first day of trade as a 
public company. 

At the closing bell, the 
Dow Jones Industnal Aver¬ 
age fell ? 1.1Q (Q .5? percent) 
to 16,270.73. 

The broad-based S&P 
50D declined 12.99 {U.IU 
percent) to 1,S52.63, while 
the tech-rich Nasdaq Com¬ 
posite Index sank dO.69 
(1.43 percent) to 4,173.53. 

Mii^ael James, managing 
director of equity trading at 
Wedbush Securities, said 
some tech investors were 
skeptical after Facebook an¬ 
nounced a $ 3 billion deal to 
buy virtual reality company 
Oculus so soon after spend¬ 
ing $19 billion on What- 
sApp 

Facebook shares fell 6 7 
p ercent. 

Investors also frowned on 
Candy Crush creator King 
Digital, which slumped 15.5 
percent on its first day of 
trade after raising $ 50 D mil¬ 
lion in an IPO 


Airlines expect 'fair” debt 
repayment from Venezuela 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - The 
head of the world's airline 
trade association said 
Wednesday he expects a 
"fair"' debt repayment from 
Venezuela, winch has racked 
up a massive deficit with 
leading air transport compa¬ 
nies 

Tony Tyler, head of the In¬ 
ternational Air Transport As¬ 
sociation (lATA), spoke at a 
regional conference about tlie 
"extraordinary situation" m 
Venezuela, "where almost 
$3 3 billion in airline funds 
are being blocked by tlie gov¬ 
ernment. " 

In Venezuela, airlines are 
required to sell tickets in bo¬ 
livars under an arrangement 
in which the government 
later converts tlie local cur¬ 
rency to dollars. 

Said Tyler: 'Tins is not the 
government's money -- it is 


money tlie airlines earned by 
providing air transportation 
to tlie citizens of Venezuela. 
The situation has caused air¬ 
lines to cut service." 

Witlun the past year, Tyler 
said, 11 airlines operating in 
Venezuela "have reduced op¬ 
erations between 15 percent 
and 73 percent -- and a few 
have ceased flying alto¬ 
gether. " 

Airlines "are committed to 
serving tlie Venezuelan mar¬ 
ket but they cannot sustain 
operations if they can't get 
paid for tlie services tliey pro¬ 
vide," Tyler said. 

■While the Caracas gov¬ 
ernment has made promises 
recently to allow tlie airlines 
to repatriate tlieir fonds, it is 
crucial the government now 
take tlie next step and release 
tlie airline s'money -- and that 
It do so at fair exchange 


rates "■ 

Tyler did not say what that 
rate should be 

In January, Venezuela an¬ 
nounced that tlie dollar ex¬ 
change rate for plane tickets 
would nse from 6.30 to 11.30 
bolivars, making it difficult for 
airlines to calculate their debt. 

Veil ezuel a's Pr esi d ent 

Nicolas Maduro warned air¬ 
lines in mid-March of “severe 
measures" if they reduced 
their operations. 

■Hie company that leaves 
tlie country will not return 
while we hold power," 
Maduro said 

Meanwhile, he said Ins 
government is preparing an 
unspecified "formula" and a 
timeline to pay off the debt. 

Tyler said he wanted to ur¬ 
gently work with the 
Venezuelan government to 
solve tlie problem. 


Fed rejects 5 banks' capital 
plans, including Citigroup 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
Federal P^.eserve approved tlie 
capital plans of 25 major US 
banks after stress tests 
Wednesday, but turned down 
tiiose of five others, mcludiiig 
Cl li group's. 

The Fed said four of the 
five - Cili, HSBC North 
America, RBS Citizens Fi¬ 
nancial and Santander Hold¬ 
ings USA-- had "qualitative" 
shortfalls in tlieir cf^ital 
foundations, while the fifth, 
Zions Bancorp, had failed the 
stress test witli its basic capi¬ 
tal ratio falling under the 


minimum. 

Hie objection means the 
five cannot move aliead with 
any increase in capital distri¬ 
butions -- dividend payments, 
share buybacks and other 
moves -- without strengtlien- 
ing their capital foundations 
to Fed standards. 

Hiese bank holding com¬ 
panies (BHCs) " are not per¬ 
mitted to implement their 
requested plans for mcreased 
capital distnbutions," the Fed 
said 

Hiey "are required to re¬ 
submit their capital plans to 


tlie Federal Reserve fallow¬ 
ing substantial remediation of 
tlie issues tliat led to tlie ob¬ 
jections. " 

But the Fed said the five 
are permitted to continue 
with existing capital distribu¬ 
tion programs. 

Of tlie five, Zions Bancorp 
was the only one to fail a stress 
test -- an exammation to see 
how it would hold up under a 
severe economic cnsis. 

As announced last week, its 
basic capital strength fell 
below tlie five percent thresh¬ 
old in tlie test

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
gneving Mick Jagger bid 
farewell Tuesday to Ins fash¬ 
ion d-esigner girlfriend 
L'Wren Scott, in a private fu¬ 
neral with family and 
celebrity friends a week after 
she killed herself, 

Nicole Kidman, her hus¬ 
band musician Keith Urban 
and rocker Bryan Adams 
were among guests for the 
cremation service at tlie Hol¬ 
lywood Forever Cemetery in 
Los Angeles, media reports 
said. 

Former Eurythmics star 
Dave Stewart played guitar 
for a rendition of gospel 
hymn "Will tlie Circle be Un¬ 
broken,' sung by veteran 
F^olling Stones backing 
singer Bernard Fowler, said 
the Rolhng Stones frontman's 
sp okesman. 

Jagger, 70, who flew to 
Los Angeles to be close to his 
daughters last week after 
postponing a Stones tour of 
Australia and New Zealand, 
amvedm a blacked-out SUV 
at the cemetery, closed for tlie 
day 

The roughly hour-long 
service with blessings and 
prayers included 'memones 
and words of tnbute" from 
Jagger and Scott's brother 
F^.andy Bambrougli, he said in 
a statement. 

Also there were talent 
agent Justinian Kfoury, cos¬ 
tume designer Ira M. Ham¬ 


mons-Glass and Adam 
Glassman, creative director 
of Op rail Winfrey's magazine 
□, the Oprali Magazine 

Poems were read by dag¬ 
ger's daughter Karis, as well 
as actress Ellen Barkin. An¬ 
other daughter. Jade, read 
Psalm 135, and the rocker's 
grandchildren, Mazie and 
Zak, read Psalm 23 -- "The 
Lord IS my shepherd, I lack 
no tiling." 

Kans lives in Los Angeles, 
while dagger's other daugh¬ 
ters Elizabeth and Georgia 
May have also been staying 
in town to comfort luiii, ac¬ 
cording to media reports. 

The service was held amid 
tight security at the Holly¬ 
wood Forever Cemetery, tlie 
frnal resting place to genera¬ 
tions of celebnlies including 


Jayne Mansfield, Cecil B De- 
Mill e, Rudolph Valentino and 
Douglas Fairbanks. 

Jagger had been with Scott 
for 13 years. The model- 
turned-fashion designer was 
49. Last Wednesday a coro¬ 
ner confirmed that Scott had 
hanged herself. 

Tlie 70-year-old singer has 
not been seen in public since 
hearing the tragic news, but 
in a blog post on his website 
a day after Scott was found 
dead he described her as not 
only Ins lover but his best 
fin end. 

'I am still struggling to un¬ 
derstand how my lover and 
best friend could end her life 
in tins tragic way,' he wrote 
under a post entitled 
"L'Wren', fealunng a black 
and wlute photo of Scott. 


LDS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Hawaiian police are facing a 
stomi of cnticism by figliting 
to protect a right for under¬ 
cover officers to have sex 
witli prostitutes if it can help 
an investigation 

Lawmakers debated the 
issue in the state Senate in 
Honolulu last week, as part 
of a bill cracking down on 
prostitution in which police 
have tned to re-instate an ex¬ 
emption letting officers have 
sex with prostitutes 

Cntics on the US Pacific 
island stale say the demand is 
part of an outdated concept 
of prostitution, and increases 
the risk of police abuse of 
their position to demand sex¬ 
ual favors. 

But police say they some¬ 
times have to maintain the 
pretense that they are gen¬ 
uine clients to avoid jeopard¬ 
izing investigations, which 
would be a risk if a prostitute 
knew they were police offi¬ 
cers. 

"Tlie original (bill) would 
have nullified the existing 
exemption, preventing offi¬ 
cers from enforcing prostitu¬ 
tion laws," the Honolulu 
Police Department said m a 
statement cited by local 
KITV television. 

"We are already subject to 


'cop checking' where (prosti¬ 
tutes) do certain acts or at¬ 
tempt to do certain acts to 
determine whether the per¬ 
son is an undercover officer," 
Jerry Inouye of the depart¬ 
ment's vice squad told a com¬ 
mittee meeting last month. 

In the Senate, police are 
trying to reinstate a clause 
reading "This section shall 
not apply to any member of 
a police department, ashenff 
or a law enforcement officer 
acting in tlie course and 
scope of duties." 

But Katliryn Xian, head of 
the Pacific Alliance to Stop 
Slavery, said the police were 
trying to defend an outdated 
attitude to prostitutes. 

"We feel that the reason 
why this law is on the law 
books IS because of age old, 
very archaic beliefs about 
prostitution being a victim¬ 
less crime and there are no 
victims in prostitution,'" she 
told KITV 

Roger Young, a retired FBI 
agent specializing in sex 
enmes, said Hawaii's exemp¬ 
tion was difficult to defend 

"I don't know of any state 
or federal law that allows any 
law enforcement officer un¬ 
dercover to penetrate or do 
what tins law is allowing," he 
said, cited by local media.

"I know Pep very well and 
I blow how smart he is," ex- 
Dutch star Cniyff fid, said in 
an interview with Muiuch 
newspapers Muenchner 
Merkur andTZ. 

"It was clear to me tliat he 
didn't go to Bayern with die 
absolute intention of wan ting 
to change everything. He's 
the sort who wants to have 


everything worbng opti¬ 
mally and when it does, he 
just changes details. 

"Hiat's his gift precisely 
why he's a go o d tram er i s b e- 
cause he knows that anything 
good can always be im¬ 
proved.' 

Having won diree Euro¬ 
pean Cup s with Aj ax, Cruyff 
spent five years playing for 
Barcelona and then managed 
the Spanish giants for eight 
years until 1596, with 
Guardiola in lus squad. 

Cmyffs record of 11 tro¬ 
phies at Barcelona was only 
bettered by Guardiola's 14 
trophies m four years as man¬ 
ager at the Camp Nou until 
3 D12 b e fore he to ok charge at 
Bayern. 

Guardiola's immediate suc¬ 
cess at Bayern is no accident, 
according to Cmyff 

"He knew exaedy what 
was expected of lum and he 
had seven, eight months to 
prepare for worbng at the 
club and had, for example, 
learned GemiEin, which 1 find 
very important," said the 
Dutcliman. 

"Tliat's typical Pep: he 
leaves notlung to chance."
